Arrested. 


Leo Eulinburg of 2518 Baldwin street, 
Sam Johnson of 2613 North Leffingwell 
avenue and Udel Bolar of 2612° Baldwin 
Streel, léyear-old negro boys, who were 
fined $1 and cosis each in the Daytoa 
Street Police Court Thursday, represent- 
ed one side of a fight between white 
and negro boys, which took place at 
Leffingwell avenue and North Marke! 
street. : 

The complaint which led to the arres 
of nine boys. four negroes and ive 
white, was that shots were fired, stones 
thrown and passers-by - endangered 
While the battle was in. progress. 

Eddie O'Brien, aged 10, testified tha’ 
the fight began when several negro boys 
appeared on uw vacant lot where ine 
white boys were playing and stole soine 
potatoes which were baking:in a bon- 
fire. “ 
A goat, the property of a *heighbor, 
young ©'Brien said, was an active fac- 
tor in the struggle, and charged both 
sides impartially. Leo Carey, aged 14, 
of 2608 Leffingwell avenue, was also in 
court and was a witness. The. negroes 
admitted their part in. the fight and 
were fined. ;

WIFE GETS LORD 


~ SCULLY'S ESTATE 


Largest American Land Owner 
Disinherited Daughters ‘For 
Good Reasons.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The will of 
the late William Scully, known as 
‘‘Lord’’ Scully, who was the largest 
owner of real estate in America, was 
filed here today for probate. The docu- 
ment was executed April 22, 1901... All 
his lands are devised absolutely to his 
Wife, EK. Angela Scully. 

Mr. Scully totally disinherits his three 
daughters, Mary, Julia and Kathleen, in 
language as follows: ‘“‘I leave my three 
daughters by my first wife, Mary and 
Julia (both of whom, as 1 hear, have 
been married) and Kathleen and to their 
children and their descendants, and each 
of them, nothing whatever, my will and 
meaning being absolutely and entirely 
to disinherit all and each of the three 
of them and their descendants, I do 
this for superabundant reasons, which 
I forbear to particularize here.”’ 

The ban is lightened as to the yvoung- 
est daughter, Kathleen, whom the tes- 
tator recommends to the kind considera- 
tion of his widow, but leaving the lat- 
ter free and unfettered as to what ac- 
tion she may take. 

The testator approves and _ confirms 
all gifts and conveyances of property 
and rights made to his son, Thomas 
Scully, and his wife, E. Angela Scully. 

Mrs. Scully is appointed guardian of 
the son Frederick Scully, during 
minority. The widow and F. ©, .W. 
Koehnle and Frederick Trapp of Win- 
coln, Ill., are named executors. His 
son, Frederick Scully, when the latter 
attains his majority, is to also be an 
executor. 

No valuation is‘placed on the estate, 
which has been variously estimated at 
from $1,000,000 to $3,000,000.

In 1898 the company had $36,000,000. 
A stock dividend of 50 per cent, a dis- 
tribution of 20 per cent was made 
Noticing the enormous earnings, the 
State of TWilinois began a fight on the 
company which forced it to get out of 
the real estate business. Big revenue 
was gained from the town of Pullman. 
As the company’s charter did not pro- 
vide for a rea] estate business it) was 
forced to sell all lands and leases and 
houses in Pullman, but was allowed 
to retain an office huilding in the city.. 
Stockholders want the surplus, but the 
company fears it may be hit by law.

Mail deliveries are expected .to be 
hastened 30 to 40 minutes by the pneu- 
matic tubes to be laid. across s 
Bridge to Relay Depot, East 8t. Louis, 
following the letting of the contract for 
operation and maintenance of the St. | 
Louis pneumatic tube service. 

Two: tubes will cross the bridge, one 
for incoming and the other for out-4 
bound mail. They will add about two 
and one-half miles of nneumatic tubes 
to the two and three-quarters miles 





| Mail arriving: in East St. Louls will be 
placed in the tube and shot across the 
bridge at a ~ tm saving of time. 

Mail reaching the Postoffice_ too late 
to reach eastbound trains by wagons 
will be sent across the. river in tubes 
and put on the trains. i 

The contract, entered into at Wash- 
ington, calls for the maintenance of the 
pneumatic service connecting the Post- 
office, Union Station, Bridge Station 
and Relay Depot. It was let for $54,- 
821 a year for a period of 10 years.

“You can put it down as coming from 
me that Hughes will have the normal 
Republican plurality in this county, the 
normal plurality, nvark you, -provided— 
and the provision is always mado—pr”o- 
vided there is not a landslide for 
Hearst.”’ 

Or this. ‘“‘Hearst is making enormous 
gains everywhere. In this county we 
shall cut down the Republican vote to 
a mere fraction of what it usually Is, 
provided—always ‘provided’=there isn’t 
a landslide for Hughes.” 

The situation in the Sixth Judicial Dis- 
trict, comprising the counties of 
Broome, Chemung, Chenango, Cortland, 
Delaware, Madison, Otsego, Schuyler, 
Tiogo and Tompkins, is the same as in 
the Fifth, Seventh and Fighth. The 
farmers are solidly for Hughes, except, 
of course, those farmers who are Demo- 
crats. Such are few in number. The 
conservative Democrats are for Hughes. 
The labor vote is largely for Hearst. 
some branches of it solid and some 
branches split, but more, in the mass, 
for Hearst than for Hughes by a good- 
sized percent. 

The largest cities {in the district—El- 
mora and Binghamton — will show 
Hearst gains. The smaller. towns will 
show Hughes gains to some extent, for 
the Republicans, generally,in the smaller 
places where there Is no manufacturing, 
are standing by the ticket, while the 
disaffected Democrats are numerous. | 

There has been a canvas in Bing- 
hamton of the Democrats who openly 
say they will vote for Hughes.
